LITERATURE PRAISES PEACE. 

“The same thing may be said 
about hterature. If poetry, songs 
and other forms of literature 
really represent ideas and natian- 
al characteristics of a nation, 
there can be oo literatute sa 
devoted to peace and the praise of 
peace as the Japanese literatur . 

Of the poetry, the Ogyra 
Hyakuniz Isshn—104-line classic 
—were the most popular literature 
in Japan. Thecards with those 
poems are played by the okt and 
young. men and women in Japan 
in the New Year season 
throughout the country, the 
poems thus exercising a great 
influence cpon the younger 
men and women of the 

ountry for hundreds of ~years 
and helping to preserve the 
beautiful customs and sentiments 
of the families of Japan. But 
where can one find a warlike 
spirit in the one hundred 
poem’? They sing of notbing but 
flowers, bitds, the moon and 
nature, or of:love. of peace and 
quietness or the happiness of the 
people. The national anthem of 
Japan, the ‘Kimigayo,” sings of 
the eternity of the Imperial 
destiny and it contains no note of 
aggression. Compared with it. 
the national anthems of other 
advanced countries are far more 
-eaggressive in-spirit.--Some.ofthe. 
foreign national anthems are 
extraordinarily warlike aod 
aggressive, a foct which is 
astonishing to us, because of the 
brave spirit and the spirit ofaction 
embodied in them. . 

“4s for other forms of literatare, 
there is no need to dwell upon 
them here. Certainly there are 
the Taibeiki, the Genpei Seisuiki 
+ od other historical romances, bat 
it ig not correct to call them war- 
like Hite, e. They only ase 
war stories in the interest of 
Literature. In the Tokugawa 
period, the literature became 
effeminate, thereby exercising an 
effeminate influence upon society, 
but no literary work of the period 
aroused the aggressive ambition 
of the people. , 

“Thus reviewed, onecan see that 
the misunderstandings of a section 
of foreigners are based upon their 
ignorance of the true Japanese 
characteristics, the history and 
literature. Such foreign critics 
“base their-opinion spor their own 
hallucinations. The inteHigent 
persons in the world want to 
study the Japanese character- 
istics calmly and dispassionately. 
Rather than ansthing else, it 
should be said that the Japanese 
people are a backward race. If 
they cam pursue a contented 
family. life, they will shun activity 


}andtehd to indulgein idleness. 
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cat is a prevailing custom. 
Again, to succeed toone’s father’s 
business or trade is regarded as 
the first principle of mora] con- 
dact. Succeeding to his father's 
business, maintaining his father’s 
honsa, aging Hixe-his fat p 
being boried in his .anc 
graveyard is regarded as the life 
work. How can such a people 
be charged with warlike ambition 
and . dangers- of aggrandizing 
foreign territory ? 

SELFISHNESS IS ALLEGED. 

“The second misunderstanding 
3s that Japan is selfish, that Japan 
promotes her own interests by 
disregardsing those of other 
nations and that she is tooselfish 
to'vonsider the common interests 
of the world.’ Therefore, the 
critics say that Japan’s develop- 
ment is a@ menace to the world

“J confidently believe that 
the charges* as described 
in the fotegning’ parsgraph 
represent biased views of 
a very small minority. The 
majority of intelligent persons in 
Europe and America do not en- 
tertain such views. Weneed not 
refer to ancient illastrations. 
Regarding the attitude of Japan 
in the European war, we wanta 
fair judgment rendered by foreign 
critics. Inthe beginning of the 
war, Japan's attitude was 
watched with keen interest 
and great importance was 
attached to it by the Allies and 
the Central European Alliance. 
Espécially, on the part of Ger- 
many, it had been expected that 
Japan, still entertaining grudges 
of the Russo-Japsnese war, would 
attack Russia from she rear, 
which was an open secret at, the 
time. But Japan, tree to the 
great prinicpie of the Anglo- 
Japanese Aliiance,-rese— inthe] 
interests of humanity on the side 
ofthe Allies. She thus rendered 
a valuable service toward the 
cause of victory for the Allies. 
This is too plain fact to need 
reiteration. Because of Japan's 
participation, England was en- 
abled to withdraw her Oriental 
fleet to be used in the Mediter- 
renean and the North Seas.

Ido not_want to say much, but 
bad Japan not been so loyal and 
had she not made her sacrificing 
contributions, what result might 
the Europesn war have achiaved ? 
Had Japan, for her self-interests, 
disregarded the mutual safety. of 
the Allies and indalged in cunn- 
ing tricks, inexpected_ results 
might have been created, That 
is a self-evident truth, yet-Japan--- 
hag never resorted to such tricks. 
She went resolutely and unflin- 
chingly tothe cause of victory for 
the Allies, thus engaging in the 
preservation of the world. . 

“ Jepap has never violated in: 
ternational laws or internations}... 
faith. Sho bas bean rather too 
timid to do fo, ortocinexperienced. 
for it. In other words, she has 
not yet been degraded to that ex- 
tent. Ifthereis any fault to be 
found with the Japanese, it may 
be, as critics at home tell us, that 
Japin is too modest and reserveg. 
In respecting international obliga- 
rions and ip being loyal to friendly 
nations, there perhaps is no 
country which will surpass Jepan, 
though roany catinns apply the 
same principles of moral conduct ~ 
between nations as between in- 
dividuals. .

CONDITIONS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


Effect of American Rule.’ 


There is an excellent. penal 
system in the Philippines, writes 
Mr. Frederick Stubbs, F.R.G.S. 
Bilibid prison, situated in the 
heart of Manila, and covering 27 
acres, with 50 buildings, is one of 
the largest and finest in the world. 
Here..through the courtess.of the 
Director, Dr. Dade. I witnessed 
tha daily parade and drill. It is 
one of the sights of the city, and 
a ssoal] charge is made, which is 
spent in athlatic supplies. 


Many of the native spectat 
attend avery week to see thei 
friends on parade, bat I hope it is 
unnecessary to say that was no: 
the purpose of my visit. There 
was aband of sixty performers, 
all prisoners, and wile it played 
the other prisoners went through 
xarious gymnastic exercises.

There 
is no solitary confinement, excep: 
for condemned men, but there are 
agood many hangings, the in- 
spector himself, strange to say, 
being chief hangean. 

Prisoners rarely ‘attack the 
warders, of whom they havea 
| wholesome dread, but will some- 
times attack andeven killa fellow 
prisoner against whom they have 
agrudge. There are large sale- 
rooms for the sale of furnture and 
other articles made by the 
prisoners. Many of the men are 
emplayed in public worgs in the 
city, working io gangs. 

European prisoners are kept 
qpite separate. There are tro 
large penal settlements in the 
country, where Jess hardened 
prisorars are sent ta engage, 

‘nagricultural work. With the ex- 
ception of three or four salaried 
officials, all the officers and 
warders are themselyes prisnne 
The warders carry a largs knife, 
but no rifle. 


THIEF TO CATCH A THIEF. 
The prisoners guard one an- 


other, and seldom attempt to 


escape. At one period, however, 
17 managed “to escape, and be- 
came bandits, robbing wherever 
‘they went. My informant, the 
director therefore assembled the 
other prisoners, explained to them 
the necessity of discipline'and the |é 
serious consequences if these men 
were not caught, ordered them to 
find the absconding meo, sod 
bring therm in dead or alive, or to 
bring their heads, and gave them 
three months to doit. Within 
that period they brought in 15 
heads and two live prisoners, and 
were generously tewarded for 
their fidelity. Thig effectually 
put a stop to brigandags ja that 
district, and no, prisoner has 
escaped sinca, 
catch a thief.” This may seem a 
somewhat novel and vigorous 
mode of procedure, but the 
director explained to me that had 
he waited for constabulary or 
troops to be sent from Menlia, 
much time would have been 
wasted, but satting thieves to 
catch thieves with the hope of 
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generous reward, the man went] 


about the work with energy and 
determination, and, knowing their 
habits, soon had the whole band 
killed, or capsared. It is a 
piiy our own police are not 
allowed a little more freedom and 
initiative.

Tis reverend President asserts that 
rv all the manifestogs of the Sinn Fein 
at change to hear one of the organisatian, 
and he the acting President, announce that Ireland is now ina 
Barkis-like frame of mind. Tre averace Britisher is not Ukely to 
be over-sanguine; om the other hand, he will certainly hail any 
ovetture that offers the slightcs: pruspect of concord. In tegard to 
the present approach s9 much depends upor what body of Sinn 
Fein opinion Fatter O' Flannagan speaks for and upon what terms 
_he and his associates are disposed for peace. Thisis evidently the 
Premier's quandary. for in repls to & question in Parliament he 
stated that before respunding to the overture he wished to discover 
whether Father O'Flannaganis able to spéak. for “the Sinn Fein 
party.” That is just the question. From his title of .“ acting 
President of Sinn Fein” one would, oc ordinary reasoning, infer that 
Father O'Flannacan is entitled to speak for the whole body, but the 
constitution and ramifizationsof Sinn Feio are not a little perpleziag. 
Mr. Arthur Griffith has lately been the “acting President of the 
Trish Republic.” vice Mr. Valera, sbaent in America. Is Father 
O'Flannagan taking over from Mr. Griffith, who—generally spoken 
of as one of the moderate Sinn Feiner-—has jus: been arrested for 
seditiun? It is natural. then, that the Premier desired to assure 
himself fur her as to Father O'Flannagan’s status, the more so as 
the Sinn Fein Divisional Council in Dublin at once repudiated the 
acting President. 4 “ 

. Adopting the more hopeful view that 
President represents the majority of ' Sion 
overlooking, in the strange circumstances of Treland, the ususual 
spectacle of an ecclesiastic as secular head, what “sort 
of conditions are feasible as the outcome of negotiations? The fact 
of an approach indicates that the acting President starts from the 
standpoint that a Republic is out of the question, elsé-he would not 
propose peace discussiocs. Thatis-one step to the good. What, 
then, would the acting President be likely to stipulate? “ Domin- 
~jon Government in the fullest sense?"—to use Mr. Asquith’s 
phrase. The recent pronouncements of the ex-Premior, coupled 
with the attitude of the Labour Party, have encouraged the idea of 
concession to this point. But the acting President must know that 
Mr. Lioyd George has declared emphatically that the Government 
will not concede-this, and he must know thet sucha friend of 
+ Treland a& Lord Grey is opposed to it, to say nothing of Viscount 
Middleton, who preceded most of his Unionist colleagues in con- 
version to & large measure of autonomy for the Emerald Isle. : 
Within the last few weeks the Premier has reiterated the 
strong objections to giving Ireland control of Army, Navy or fiscal 
policy, at the same time lettting it be known that the Government 
would gladly meet the wishes of = responsible and -well-affected 
hody of Irishmen. For one thing generous financial treatment has 
been’ spoken of, and some arrangement in regard to fiscal policy 
may be practicable. ‘Then the relations’ with Dublin Castle way 
be modified—though the power of the .Viceregal Lodge is 
perhaps over-estimated. Again, the position in regard to eventual 
amalgamation of the Northern and Sonthern Parliaments might 
undergo some readjustment in accord with Sinn Fein wishes. In 
this latter respect the reasonable rights of Ulster would have to be 
maintained; without allowing the Northern province to foil a settle. 
ment on-just lines. This is about as far as a Government mainly 
composed of Unionists can well go.

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“Save the Beaches! 


‘We are heartily glad to soa that 
Mr, Pollock, is at Thuraday’s 
nesting af the Legislative Counail, 
propoaing a teaalution to the 
effect that it isthe duty of the 
Governmont to provide the public 
with adequate facilities for sea- 
bathing, To an outaidar casually 
picking up apaper cantaining tha 
taxt af Mr. Pollock's motion -it 
would probably appear passing 
strange that such a resolution 
should be nacessary. . Our visitor 
would naturally think of the bays 
and beachas which this Colooy 
possesses, Teflect on. the benefits 
to be obtained during the hot 
summer months from a dip in the 
bring, and most likely (if he 
happened to live at Shanghai, for 
example) envy the people of Hong- 
kong in its possession of 
50 many spots suitable for 
bathing. . The thought of the 
many beaches not being avail- 
able to the general pndlic would 
never enter his mind. Yet in 
point-of faet-there are only two 
such beaches, within easy reach, 
where the thousands of bathers 
unable to afford the comparative 
lusury of a launch caf enjoy a 
dip; and it ia the loss of these 
with which the public is now 
threatened.

Improvement in China. 


We made mention the other 
day of ‘the gradusl development 
which is taxing place in various 
parts of China in the matier of 
the provision of better roads. 
Glancing over recent Customs 
reports we see. further evidence 
of a healthy spirit of municipal 
enterprise in several districts, 
and we could only wish that 
complete and Issting peace would 
be usbered in, so as to allow 
of a needed expansion of ~these 
activities. For” example, the 
Amoy Commissioner states that 
important works are in progress 
at Shima, undertaken by the 
focal Chamber of Commerce. 
Shima is the port of Changchow 
which with its surrounding dis- 
trict, has a population of at least 
314 millions. The foreshore is 
being reclaimed and banded. A 
road of 39 feet width over 
the bund is to connect with 
that now nearly completed to 
Changchow and is to camry 
electric trams. At Changchow a 
new city tis reported to have 
arisen. The city walls have been 
demolished; broad and well-made 


roads laid) out; waterworks, 
telephones, and electric light 
established; a system of modern 
sanitation-is_contemplated ._aad 
good roads have been projected 
to link up with neighbouring 
towns. That shows what can be 
done where the will to advance 
is in operation. What is es- 
pecially interesting, also, is the 
fact that. much of the lebour 
employed on these undertakings 
is military. Here’s an example 
that might be followed thropgh- 
out China if the soldiery cannot 
quickly be disbanded—put them 
on to works of public’ utility. 
That would be far better than 
letting them rao wild, pillsging 
peaceful villages, desecrating 
churches and breakiog up rail- 
ways.
